The Persian lilap {s well-known 
throughout the country, and since the 
plant Is more graceful and the clusters 
of blossoms are abundant and large, it 


is a favorite vanety. 

Those who admire the tree-lilae 
should select the Japanese variety, 
which bears large bunches of whfte 


blossoms long after the other varieties 
have ceased to bloom. The trees grow 
from twenty to twenty-five feet talb 
and the foliage is luxuriant 

The lblac will grow successfully in al- 
most any soll, but rich, moist earth pro- 
duces the best results. 

Most amateur gardeners will be in- 
terested to know that on thé old bushes 
can be grafted shoots from the lovely 
modern varieties. The grafting should 
be done In the early spring before the 
sap rises’, as this plant is one of the 
Grst to start growth 

When propagating the lilac, dig up 
the sprouts growing from reots of 
the old plant and move them to the 
new location, where they wéi) reach full 
height in three or four years, This !s 
only true, however, provided the lilacs 
are not grafted, 1f you desire to trans- 
plant lilac bushes, choose the fall, and 
thelr growth will not be impaired. 

Lilacs require yearly pruning and 
should be clipped jmmediately after the 
flowerlng season, Remove the faded 
flowers first, Cut away broken branches 
and some of the old stems down to the 
ground, These will be quickly replaced 
with new shoots, which grow up strong 
and vigorous, Alm to, cultivate. bushes 
as broad ag they are tall, with @ full, 
round top. 

Lilacs withstand climauc changes as 
well as any hardy shrub; severe win- 
ters and long summer droughts do not 
injure them, 

rden pes' eldom attack the Iliac, 
and for this reason alone they should 
be planted in every garden, 

The fragrance of the Hlac is. its chief 
charm, therefore it is a desirable shrub 
for planting’ Near the dining-room win- 
dows or beneath those of the bedrooms, 
for nothin, more delightful than the 
odor of lilacs floating in on the spring 
breezes.
